In 1880 the Chinese subsorip 
tions ‘amounted to $2708 and“ in 1802-to 
‘$4131, a fact which shows ‘that tha Chinese 
have come forward during the ‘past “year 
fiore liberally, and whish shows that 
they are appreciating the good work 
dove by this institution and are ‘willing 
on that socount to contribute to-ite sup- 
port. think also itis. only right to point 
out tho inorensa in -the- subscriptions «is 
due to the enorgy thrown into the work by 
one ortwo Chineso gentlemen whose names 
are mentioned in the report, With regard 
tothe. matter of subsoriptions—and ‘that 
after all is one of the roost important mat- 
tere in connection with the institution—I 
think we might try to throw a little more 
life into our Fipance Oommittee. We have 
on that committes ~ gentlemen who’ have 
withont doubt done good work in the colony 
and have tiken a kindly interest in the in- 
stitution, but if they aould be~ indneed” 
to do a little more than they have done 
it would bes good thing. Some of them 
think if thoir names appear..in’ the list. 
of oommittee and they give their donations, 
their work stops'and it is not necessary to 
show.any more interest’ in the institution. 
That ia a view of the situation ,whioh f 
trust’ we may be able to induce them to 
change. I£ wo conld only persuade some of 
the gentlemen whose names appear, notonly 
to subscribe, but atao to induce others to 
aubsoribo, I think they. would come to feel 
they_sere performing tho fanotions of 
membership of this oornmittee in. the man- 
ner in Which they ought to be performed. 
Beciug the Chiness subscribe so largely to 
thie Institution, and it is probable—in fact, 
certain—that thoy will subscribe more 
‘largely in the future, we ought to have more 
members of the Chinese community on the 
Finance Committee, At present we have 
very few indeed, I think in a matter of 
this kind. wo might do well to follow the 
example set hy the Tung Wah Hospital and 
invite a member of each guild to take a seat 


rin the Finance Committee with a view to: 


raise subscriptions amongst their friends in 
tho various gutlds, This has heen found to 
work admirably in odnneation with. the 
‘Tong. Wah Hospital, and [ do not sea why 
it-should not work successfully here ses- 
ing that the Chinese are, every year, 
taking.» greater interest in the-Institution. 
Itia a matter the Finance Committee would’ 
do well to consider, and I trust they will 
ace their way to take it into consideration 
at ap early dato, because itis of great im- 
portanoe that wo should have mora funda to 
meet the increasing work which is carried 
ou in the Hospital and which is likely te be 
cartied on a Jarger scelo in the futare. Dr 
Thomson has described to you the plans in 
connection will the new branch of the Alice 
Momorial Hospital, and from hia deasription 
J think everybody will agree that the plans 
whioh have Peon drawn up seem very well 
snited tu meet the requirements of the case ; 
but Dr Fhomeon omitted ty mention that 
with thia new buildiag new expenses are 
likely to arise, .and funds are more likely 
to be needed during future yeare, ~Itrust, 
therefore, that those interested in this In- 
stitution will subsoriba more liberally and 
wil] induce their frionda tu do so, and that 
the Chinese will go on steadily on the path 
ot progress which they lidve gone upon in 
the past year. I do not thiok {can add 
anything more to what I have already said, 
but 1 ask you to join with me in coogratu- 
lating all those connected with the excellent 
work. which is carried on in this Institution 
(applause). 4 

Dr Thomson proposad that the Chairman, 
Wai Yuk, Ho Tung end Dr Thomson should 
de appointed o sub-committee to invite 
Chiness geutlemon to join the Finance Com- 
mitteo in the same proportion as the Eu- 
ropean roembere.

Sir,—I_ have the honour to submit the 
Annual Report on ‘the Botanical «and 
Affurestation Departinent for 1892. 


STAFY. 

2. There have been no changes, except 
the usual number amongst tho tabeurars, 
during the yoar, and all have been at their 
posts continuously, no vacation or other 
leavo having been taken. Mr W. J. 
Tutcher arrived from England just before 
tho ond of 1801, aud took up his: position 
as Assistant, I have much pleasore in ree 
cording my great satisfaction with the as- 
siduous, patient, and able manner in which 
ho has applied himself to and discharged 
his duties in the Gardens, and alao, when 
| required for special work, for about a fort- 
night, in supervising the counting of trees 
and tree-pits for Forestry work, 

The Ohinose office and. outdoor stale 
have also given diligent and faithful service 
in the various capacities in which they have 
been employed, 

8. Theaccommodation and facilities, which 
the now Offices provide, have enabled mach 
more and efficient work to be pérformad 
than could bs done in the old, ctamped, 
and entirely unsuitable building, which 
formerly had to be put up with. These in- 
dour improvements have influenced the 
staff and outdoor work generally and are a 
grest help in securing the accomplishment 
of superior work, 

4, The usefulness of the departmant as a 
centre for the distribution of information 
and adrico is conatantly availed of by local 
correspondents, and others in China and all 
| parta uf the world. It ia somotimes a tax 

to attend to the corraspondance, but at alt 

‘ times when it is possible inquiries are obeere 
fully replied to, evon when wo gain. noe 
thing in exchange, aa it would be dis- 
courtects to Isave such oommutications 
Gnattended to.

% Alterations in the nursery conssqaent 
on tho ccastruction of the now andremoral 
| of the old buildings have been continaed 

and are now nearly complets, 

8. In my last report L mentioned that I 
proposed making the approach to the 
nursery through a plant-houss abutting 
just opposite to the Albany on Albany 
Road. This. house. has been crected 
-and farnished with plants, and it ap- 
,poats to hate met with great approval, 
on all sides, from the Public. It was pit 
up forthe very modent atm of 8200, A 
temporary foot has been constructed: until 
@ sull(able opportunity and sufficient means 
can be found for putting on a permanent 
and more ornamental one, 

7. Work and storo-sheds, and a car: 
penter’s shop haye alge been constructed 
from the material of the old building, thas 
supplying a waut which has greatly handi- 
capped work for years past. 

8. In Glenesly Ravine, juat aboye the 
Roman Catholic Cathedral, the site where 
two water-tanks formerly stood has been 
filled up and a rookery for ornamrutal 
plants made on it.

10, On the gouth side of the new rosd 
leading fram the Girdens to the Roman 
Oatholic Cathedral the formerly untidy 
ovroer has been levelled and planted. 

This new road while no doubt providiog

pio the cursery, but an alteration in the 
supply pipes made by the Water sud 
Drainage Department, has effected an im 
provement in this reepect. 

13, At the suggestion of fis Excel- 
lousy the Governor, I applied to the 
Trinidad Botanic Gardens for a sup- 
ply of seeds of Went Indian limes, 
and tho Director, Mr Hart, 
sent ma a parcel fram which a nice little 
stock of plan's was raised. Some of there 
hava besa planted in tho Garden and in one 
of the tree nurseries, the remainder having 
been distributed chiefly amongst Ohinese 
market growers who have promised to cul- 
tivate the planta in their gardens.

On Tuesday next the annual visit of the 
natives: 40 the graves and ancestral tombs 
on the hills will commenoe, It is rather a 
melancholy aight, especially when accom. 
panied, agit Is in many cases, by the loud 
mourning of the womea, o8 most of our 
readers aro well aware, ; 

‘We hear of complaints on stl sides of the 
number of countorfeit 10-cent pieces in oir- 
culation, Sinco tho introduqtion of the 
genuine coin the demand his been on over- 
increasing one, and us the Government has
